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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Invention I: Claims 1-14, 19-20 and 31-32 are drawn to a multi-channel grants 
management system and method, classified in 705, subclass 35. 
Invention II: Claims 15-18, 21-29 33-35 and 40-41 are drawn to method and 
system comprising generating a score and/or combining the scores to create a 
composite score to determine an application to award the grant initiative, 
classified in 705, subclass 35. 

Invention III: Claims 30, 36-39 and 42 are drawn to a method to close a grant 
initiative agreement in a multi-channel grants management system, classified in 
705, subclass 35. 

2. The inventions I, I and HI are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I-III are related as sub combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. 

These combinations are independent if it can be shown that (1) they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together, (2) they have different modes of operation, (3) they have different 
functions, or (4) they have different effects. (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). In the instant case, 
inventions II and III have separate utility such generating a score and/or combining the scores to 
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a grantee of errors respectively. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
